The 
servants were two men—a-coachman 
and butler—the other two, giris—cook 
and

They bad all 
come to the lady's service with the 
highest characters from previous em 
pioyers, and when the detectives hint- 
id to the iady that among those four 
persons the t-h:ef might be found, she 
refused to listen and dismissed them 
for the time from further investiga- 
tion. Tlie butler was furious tbat the 
sbadow of suspicion should be cast 
upon bim and without further ado left 
tbe lady's service. It was inly a few 
iiunths after that he departed for 
England and attempted to sell *ome 
jf the precious loot to a prominent 
eweler in London, whu, questioning 
him with regard to their value, found 
hat he was so much below their cost 
hat he felt assured that they must be 
tbe result of a robbery. lie gave in- 
ormation to Scotland Yard- 
The 
butler was arres ed and tbe jewels 
were found upon tits persoa. Tbe of- 
ficers in New York were communi- 
cated with and the whole of the yii- 
ainous story was traced link by link 
rom the house where the robbery 
was committed in New York to the 
eweler's in Loodon. where tbe thief 
offered tbe precious stones for sale. 
le was extradited as soon as possible, 
ried and convicted, and is nowserv- 
nga lengthy term of imprisonment in 
"ing Sing lor his crime.

The sensation of the week has been 
he robbery *of Mrs. Kingdon, the 
mother-in-law of the wealthy Gaorge 
. Gould. F-.nanciaUy the loss of eight 
T ten thousand dollars is a matter of 
mail moment to the mother-in-law of 
his multi-millionaire, but it is a mat- 
ter of serious consequence when it, af- 
fects the safety of life or property in a 
hotel so vveii conducted as the Wal- 
dorf -Astorid. There is not a single 
hour in tbe twenty i'our but every 
hai! is watched by tried and trusty 
servants. Detectives guard tbe hotel 
as securely as a bank's safe, and yet in 
this hotel, surpassed by no other in 
tbe City of New York, if indeed it is 
in the civilized world, a robbery was 
committed between dark and day- 
iight in a room which had been occu- 
pied by a iady the entire time, where 
the thief must have passed by the 
woman's bed to an adjoining room, 
where the jewels were kept, and no 
person connected with the house or 
the detective force employed could 
give tbe slightest idea how" tbe rob 
be-ry occurred.

In their travels tbe eloping couple 
several days ago approached a hotel in 
Woodward. Oklahoma, but the fact 
that tbe physician saw and recognized 
the landlord who happened to be Fen- 
ner Boyle, formerly of Mt. Gilead, 
caused Caton and his consort to beat a 
jasty retreat. The coupie drove to 
another town about 15 miles away, 
and shortly after their departure tbe 
detective appeared. 
Tbe latest reports have it tbat the 
nurse bas departed for tbe East aud 
tbat Caton is in the custody of the of- 
ficers awaiting further developments.
